J udge Farrand held court Mon­ 
day for the especial purpose of receiving 
the report of the Inlet Swamp drainage 
commissioners and also to hear com­ 
plaints that might be offered regard­ 
ing the methods or plans of the com­ 
missioners.

There was no 
turbulence, however, and the National league 
committee escorted the visitors to carriage, 
and they were driven to the Rossi n house, the 
street* being lined with people, many of whom 
cheered ajid wacod handkerchiefs. 
At the 
hotel there was assembled an immense throng 
and the cheers for Ireland, O’Brien, l.nn» - 
downe and the queen followed and mixed 
with each other. 
• 
The police*pro} « initions were very elaborate, 
but the officers had an easy time, as the 
crowds on both sides were good-humored and 
confined themselves to “guy ing” each other 
and responding to each other's cheers. 
The 
demonstration at the hotel was much moro 
enthusiastic 
than at the station, the throngs 
of leaguera and anti-leaguers being much 
greater, and here there was sonve little dis- 
turbance and a few fisticuff collisions took 
place, resulting in nothing serious, however. 
Mr. O’Brien w as escorted by the reception 
committee from his carriago to the hotel cor­ 
ridor, many people pressing forward to grasp 
Mb hand, and a lady presented him with a 
beautiful boquet. At the foot of the stairs a 
halt was made and the formal reception took 
place, the sjiokesman of the reception commit­ 
tee, Mr. J. A. Mulligan, reading an uddrass of 
welcome from the Irish societies highly eulo­ 
gistic of the distinguished guest, and declar­ 
ing the “plan of campaign” was the safety of 
the Irish people and Mr. O’Brien’s advocacy 
of that plan had endeared him to his fellow- 
country men all over the world. 
Mr. O’Brien responded with considerable 
emotion, expressing deep gratitude for the 
manner in which his country men had rallied 
around him and Mr. Kilbride during this visit, 
and doclarlng that he came in behalf of the 
Lund m is of Lord Lansdowne’s tenants whom 
bis lordship's cruelty had made homeless. 
Ho 
characterized the conduct of Canadian Irish­ 
men at this time as heroic, not because of the 
“revolvers, knives, and bludgeons that may 
be brandished in their faces,” but because of 
“the more sulistantial risks” they hud to face 
in standing by him in tins case. He expressed 
confidence that no citizen of the Dominion 
would be intimidated from exercising his law­ 
ful rights in these day s, and closed by declar­ 
ing that this matter tested to the core “the 
courage and sy mpathy of our people in Can­ 
ada in the cause of Ireland.” 
The excitement, however, did not reach its 
height until afternoon, when a large mass 
meeting was held in the open air in Queen s 
l>ark. 
Fifteen thousand is a fair estimate of 
the number of people present before the close 
of the meeting, and that such a large meet­ 
ing could have been the scene of a deter­ 
mines 1 and organized attempt to pm vent free 
speech is not at all creditable. There is no 
loubt, had it not Usai for the good humor of 
the crow d generally , a serious riot would have 
occurred. 
As it was there were several hand- 
to-hand encounters, and in two or throe in­ 
stances clubs were used with telling effect. 
There was a solid group of O’Brien’s friends 
in front of the. platform, and close to them 
about BOO or 400 students and volunteers. 
These two gangs kept shouting, each for their 
own sid?, jostling, sway ing from side to side, 
and diversify ing this by occasionally pum- 
meling each other. 
On two occasions the po­ 
lice had to charge this 
portion of the crowd 
to preserve order. The auti-leaguera 
were 
there to drown the voices of tiie speakers, 
and they succeeded admirably, it being im­ 
possible to catch anything but disjointed sen­ 
tences. 
A number of women in the crowd 
were badly crushed, but held their ground. 
O’Brien and friends reached Quoen's park 
at 4:30 o’clock, but the meeting did not begin 
until about 5. The entire police force were on 
the ground, and at a convenient distance 
troops were held in readiness to suppress any 
outbreak. In and out of the vast crowd rode 
mounted police seeking by the effect of their 
presence to keep in check the excitement 
which at times threatened to buret its bounds 
and end in troubla 
When O’Brien began speaking, the opposing 
crowd started up “ God Save tho Queen,” and 
the national anthem was repeated again and 
again from the throats of at least three- 
fourths of those present N ota sound could 
be heard from the speaker’s stand at ten 
paces 
distant, so great was the tumult 
O’Brien continued speaking, however, though 
his remarks were inaudible. A few small col­ 
lisions occurred, followed by prompt arrests. 
An appeal by O’Brien to tho crowd to avoid 
any disturbance was followed 
by hand to 
hand fights, but the mounted police soon re­ 
stored order. 
The crowd now and 
then va­ 
ried the national anthem by cheers for Lans- 
downe, “Rule Brittania,” etc., followed by 
deafening cheers. Even those on tho plat­ 
form failed to catch Mr. O'Brien's words. 
Mr. O’Bi rien finally attem pted to s]x*ak in 
spite of the uproar, lait his words were audi­ 
ble only a few feet distant. 
He declared that

A banquet was tendered to Mr. O’Brien 
afterward at the Uossin house by alxmt

Itesjionding to a toast he said 
ho was much pleased by his reception in Can­ 
ada He considered that they had won the 
battle for free spooch to-night. 
He would say 
nothing unfair ubout Lansdowne. The truth 
and tho facts wore enough. 
No answer liad 
been given by Lord Lansdowne to his accusa­ 
tion, and although shielding himself by the 
plea that his position prevented his reply ing, 
ho had found that Imposition did not prevent 
him from making an appeal in the morning 
papers to the Orangemen. 
Lord Lansdowne attended a performance 
at the Grand Ojiera house at night. When he 
was taking his carriage to return to his hotel 
a body of students removed the horses and 
drew La« ly ami Lord Lansdowne to the hotel, 
wlicr© the governor general made a brief 
speech, thanking them for their loy alty , and 
declaring that the demonstration was a proof 
of the loy alty of the jieoplo. 
The students on 
their way home sang, “We'll hang O'Brien on 
a sour apple tree,” and cheered for the gov­ 
ernor general. 
Lord Lansdowne on being asked Tuesday 
whether he was willing to make any state­ 
ment for publication in the United States, 
sai« l Mr. O'Brien was speaking on defective 
information. 
It was inaccurate to say he 
(Lansdowne) had borrowed 
money from 
the British government in 1S8 1 and loaned 
it at higher percentage to his tenants.

nied that ho had ever been disposed to treat 
his tenants harshly , and said ho had investi­

SOME ANCIENT HISTORY 


LABOR TROUBLES AT CHICAGO. 


ESSAYED BY A WITN 
PACIFIC COMfftSSI 
EFORE THE 
SSION. 


H e R ecites the Story oi Credit M oblller— 
J a y Gould Has a Lapse of M emory, Hut 
Recovers Under Pointed Q uestioning and 
Gives a Few Fa cts R ela ting to the Union 


Pa cific Deals. 


N ew Y ok e, May IS.—The first witness ex­ 
amined by the Pacific railroad commission 
Tuesday was the well-known broker, John 
Pond I r. He was examined as to what he knew 
alxmt the affairs of tho Union Pacific and his 
connection with the road. 
He went over the 
old story of the Credit Mobilier, in which the 
names of Fisk, Gould, Oakes and Oliver Ames, 
and Alley figured prominently . He took oc­ 
casion to vindicate Oakes Ames, say ing that 
lie w as an honorable man, and declared that 
death was hastened by the infamous storids 
told concerning him. He attempted to show 
that Mr. Blaine was connected with the Credit 
Mobilier. 
He said that when Tom Scott was 
electe« ! president of the Union Pacific, Scott 
told witness that he had eighty -two bonds 
which l» elonged to Mr. Blaine, which the Un­ 
ion Pacific would have to pay . 
Mr. Jay Gould was next called to the wit­ 
ness staiul. 
He testified that he had been con­ 
nected with railroads for tho [tfist twenty -five 
y ears. 
His first connection with the Union 
Pacific was in 1873. 
In the early part of that 
y ear ho met Horace F. Clark in Chicago. Mr. 
Clark spoke so highly of the stock that w itness 
sent an order to New York to buy it at 35 and 
scalo (Iowti. Continuing witness said: 
“ Mr. Clark was sick and alxmt to die, and his 
strx.'k was suld.hijr orders catching 
it. TIxî stock 
began to go down and I was anxious. I asked 
Mr. Alley what was the matter with the stock. Its 
price ha« l then gone dowrn to 13. He said that it 
had an immense floating debt, and $10,000,000 in 
bonds due. I found that Sydney Dillon and Oli­ 
ver Ames could l>e relied on among the directors 
and we went to work to fund this floating debt. I 
had 100,000 shares of the stock at the time I 
became a mernl>er of tho board of directors in 
1874, and was also a member of the executive 
committee. As we improved the property the 
stock went up. I went over the road twice a year 
while a director. I had no interest in the suit of 
James Fisk, Jr., against the Union Pacific. 
I 
think David Dudley Field was one of Mr. Fisk's 
lawyers. He has acted for me. I deny emphatically 
that I had any connection with the Union Pacific 
before 1873. 
Witness first became interested in Kansas 
Pacific in 18 78 ; he could recall nothing of the 
proposed consolidation; remembered nothing 
of a consultation with Thomas 
A. Scott in 
Philadelphia concerning the proposed consoli­ 
dation in 18 75; did not remember of any 
action looking to a union of the interest« be­ 
tween Kansas Pacific and Colorado Central 
in that year. 
“ Don’t you know that there was an agreement in 
1875 for a union of the Kansas Pacific and Colo­ 
rado Central whereby the stock of the Kansas Pa­ 
cific was to be increased $20,000,000? ” 
“ Now that you recall It. there was, but it never 
was consummated. We were trying to force a pro 
rata with the Kansas Pacific, and this was one of 
the attempts. I think I must have seen Col. 
Scott in this connection, for the St. Louis people 
had a great deal of confidence in him.” 
Witness said the branch connecting the 
Union Pacific and Colorado Central was built 
before 18 78 , but he did not remember exactly 
when; the building of this line lessened the 
earnings of the Denver Pacific; in 18 78 he 
owned 300,000shares of Union Pacific; the en­ 
tire issue was 375,000; his books containing 
his transactions in Union Pacific were at the 
service of the commission; he recalled that 
there was a pooling agreement in 18 78 ; didn’t 
know what he paid for the $3,144,700 stamped 
income bonds; they were entered at 30, but he 
probably paid mire.

N e w Y o r k , May 18.—The follow ing letter 
has created quite a sensation am ong the "An­ 
glomaniacs” in this city . Mr. Andrew* Car­ 
negie, having been requested to attend the 
preliminary meeting at a later date to con­ 
tribute to the funds for the proposed celebra­ 
tion of the queens jubilee in New York, ad- 
draased the follow ing reply to the treasurer of 
the fund, Mr. John Faton, Iwmker, dated at 
“ Bouehurch, Isle of Wight, May 5, 1*887 
My 1)kah Sir: There are several tr**o-1 reasons 
why I can not subscribe to or sy mpathize with the 
proposed jubilee. 
First, I am an American citizen idi*l a very 
staunch republican-American, who rejects tlie 
monarchical idea as inconsistent with and insult­ 
ing to his manhood. 
I should stultify my self were 
I to celebrate the reign of any hereditary ruler. 
“ I was born as free as Caesar.” 
Second. I am at a loss to see w*hat naturalized 
American citizens have to do celebrating the 
reign of any sovereign monarch. 
If they are not 
loy al republicans and true to the land of their 
adoption, it is open to them at all times to leave 
its shores and find homes elsewhere. The repule 
lic deserves to be served by citizens true to the 
fundamental idea upon which her political insti­ 
tutions are based. 1 infer that this view is shared 
by the most distinguished of those gentlemen of 
New York who, like my self, were bom the sub­ 
jects of the monarchy , for i observe with satis­ 
faction that y our committee has been compelled 
to select a Canadian as president and also as chief 
orator—eminent and justly -honored men, but still 
quite foreign to New York and to America. 
A 
New York demonstration, presided over and also 
addressed by imported Canadians, will be quite 
unique in its way , but in no sense will represent 
New York. I rejoice that no New York men of 
position could bo found w*ho could so far forget 
themselves as to appear upon republican soil as 
the eulogists of monarchy . 
To such of my fellow-country men as see proper 
to enjoy the blessings of residence in America and 
y et remain aliens I venture to suggest that the 
canons of good taste, not less than gratitude to 
the republic to whose hospitality they are in­ 
debted for so many favors, should lead them to 
hesitate before parading and forcing upon the 
knowledge of their perhaps too generous host that 
their first allegiance is to a foreign ruler, and their 
preference for political institutions vitally opposed 
to those of the land in which they dwell and 
prosper. 
In conclusion, my dear Mr. Paton, if our fellow- 
country men must celebrate something let me sug­ 
gest to them that the proper day for a political 
demonstration in New York is the Fourth of J uly , 
and on that « lay let them pray that the day is not 
far distant when our less-favored country men at 
home shall share with us the blessings of institu­ 
tions founded upon the political equality of the 
citizen—the day when hereditary privileges will be 
unknown, and when “ government of the people, 
by the ]*eopI**, and for the people” will be the 
watchword of English-speaking men throughout 
the world.

A CRISIS IN FRANCE. 


T he G ob let M inistry , D eserted by th e D ep ­ 
u ties, D esig ns. 
P ar is , May 18.—The report of the budget 
committee demanding a reduction of from 2 
to 3 per cent. In the expenditures of all 
branches of the government, which was pre­ 
sented in tlie chamber of deputies by M. Fel- 
letau Monday , came up for discussion Tues­ 
day . M. Couvier said that the budget com­ 
mittee was firm in its resolve to not ac­ 
cept the proposals of the government increas­ 
ing the expenditures and taxation. 
M. Goblet said the present financial situa­ 
tion was tho result of error? committed by 
the former government. The government, he 
said, was willing to work with the committee 
in an effort to provide remedies for the exist­ 
ing state of affairs 
or to resign, just as the 
chamber might decide. 
The government’* proposals were then re­ 
jected by a vote of 275 to 259. 
M. Goblet “ announced the intention of the 
cabinet to resign, and the ministers left the 
chamber. 
The resolution proposed by the 
budget committee affirming the necessity for 
new plans ok retrenchment was adopted by a 
vote of 312 to 143. The chamber then ad­ 
journed until Monday . 
Shortly after the ministers left the chamber 
Premier Goblet delivered their resignations to 
President Gravy , and later the president ac­ 
cepted them. 
The difficulty now is to form a cabinet in 
which Boulanger will not have a preponderat­ 
ing influence. 
He is the genius of war with 
Germany , and the peace party considered him 
a* already too strong in the old ministry . Yet 
his popularity is so great that it will be diffi­ 
culty to leave him out. ’ 


A New Mode of Speculation. 
N ew Y ork, May 18.—An organization is 
being effected among certain capitalists in 
this city to trade in' silver bullion certificates 
as grate and cotton certificates are now dealt 
in. Thefeeod center of this organization is to 
be tho new Western National bank, of which 
ex-*Secretary of the Treasury Manning and 
ex-Treasurbr Jordan are the founders. Mr. 
Manning and his associates have planned to 
make Now York the chief seat of the silver 
bullion trade and thus to transfer the control 
of the silver market from London to New 
York. Their plan of operations is to have 
silver bullion in large quantities deposited 
with the Western National bank or elsewhere; 
to issu e certificates against the bu llion so de­ 
posited, and to Have these certificates traded 
in very much as grain certificates t;r stock cer­ 
tificates are.

SMITH BOBBED UP SERENELY 


W hen lie Heard Ills Deserted IVlie W as ar 
H eiress—B u t H e G ot Left. 


L y n c h b u r g , 
V a., M ay 18.—A rare wai 
practically decided in the circuit court, Judgt 
H orsely preriding, Tuesday morning, which 
probably has no parallel in Virginia jurispru 
deuce. 
The facts are briefly stated as fol 
lows: In 1849, James Dolan, proprietor ol 
the Hose Cottage nursery , died, leaving a 
widow, who subsequently married James Mc­ 
Gowan, who was for many y earn one of 
Ly nchburg's most prominent citizens. Mr. 
Dolan left a daughter, who married Mr. H. 
E. Smith, who after some time deserted her, 
leaving an infant child. Mrs. Smith removed 
to New York, and after seven y ears had 
elapsed, during which time she had not seen 
her husband, she had the right, under the 
laws of that state, to presume that he was 
dead, and accordingly she married a man 
named Richard Dorney . 
Mrs. McGowan, the mother of Mrs. Dorney , 
died, leaving her husband in charge of the 
property , without having made any arrange­ 
ments for its divirion among her heirs. 
Her 
husband subsequently died, and now the 
anomaly is presented of two husbands claim­ 
ing one wife and all the property , she in 
herits from her parents; for no sooner was 
Mr. McGowan’s death announced than Smith 
put in his appearance and claimed his share 
of the property , though he had not been pre­ 
viously heard from for more than seven 
y ears. Mr. Dorney , considering himself the 
legal husband of the lady , resisted the claim 
of Smith, and upon this issue the cose came 
up for trial before tho circuit court. The de­ 
cision was practically that Smith, by the de­ 
sertion of his wife, was not entitled to any 
share in the valuable property involved, and 
that the marriage to Dorney in New York is 
valid. 
After this decision the plaintiff sub­ 
mitted to a non-suit, and it is impossible now 
to say whether or not the casa is ended.

may be revived and the litigation indefinitely 
continued.

PROGRESS OF THE CR.MES BILL. 


T he 
First. 
C lau se A d opte d and 
E ighty 
A m e nd m e nts P ropose d to the Second. 
L ondon 
, May 18 —The first clau se of the 
coercion bill pastaed the commons Tu e*u lay 
night. The last amendment was one moved 
by Hareou rt excepting from secrecy all pro­ 
ceedings relating to pu blic meetings, combin­ 
ation* to secu re redu ction of rents, etc. Har- 
cou rt said the law might as well be applied to 
the English trade* u nions a* to the Irish anti­ 
rent combinations. 
Balfou r held that the offenses embraced 
in the measu re had been su fficiently defined, 
and the amendment, if adopted, wou ld sim­ 
ply render the bill fu tile, leaving ou t nearly 
sill agro-ion offenses. The comparison of a 
trades u nion with the Irish conspiracy to 
\n y 
no rent was obviou sly absu rd. The law of 
conspiracy regarding wages was a distinct his­ 
tory from what was now occu rring in Ire­ 
land. The bill dealt with conspiracy to de­ 
frau d 
landlords, 
with

)f trade, and other forms of boycotting. 
As 
to the su ggestion that the bill wou ld l*e 
al­ 
lowed to progress if the government 
conceded 
the amendment, he wou ld intimate that the 
government wou ld not yield to 
obstru ction 
anything they refu sed to argu ment [Cheers. ] 
Gladstone, Iiillon, and others 
vigorou sly 
protested, bu t the amendment was rejected— 
242 to 180, and the first clau se was then 
passed—171 to 70. 
Notices of eighty amendments to the second 
clau se were given. 


Fitzgerald Cables G ladstone. 
L incoln, Neb., May 18.—John J. Fitzger­ 
ald, president of the Irish National leagu e of 
America, sent a telegram to Gladstone Tu es­ 
day stating that the cable dispatches reported 
a possibility of Gladstone visiting America, 
and tendering the British 
statesman the 
warm-hearted greeting of 15,000,000 Irish- 
Araericans, assu ring him at the same time 
of su ch a welcome from the jieople of this 
cou ntry u s has never been accorded a visi­ 
tor. 


Jack son wou ld not attack , he started to 
Washington. 
Shields

however, and with his brok en arm in a » ling 
made ready for the battle of Winchester. 
At 2 o'clock Jack son came u p with bis 
whole force, colors 
flying. Ho 
stopped at 
Kernstown, three miles sou th of Winchester. 
Ashby bad encamped there with his cavalry 
after the sk irmish of tbo day before. Shields’ 
force was u pon a ridge not far from Kerns* 
town, thou gh 
Jack son did not k now how 
large It was. His men were wearied ou t with 
marching, bu t he ordered an immediate and 
hot attack on Shields’ right u pon the ridgo 
near Kernstown. He hojied to sever Shields* 
line and cu t him off from Winchester. 
Jack son’s men charged u p the ridge with 
great spirit, and were met with a vigorou s 
artillery fire. Shields managed to hold the 
Confederates off till he had brou ght his re­ 
serves into line; then he attack ed with his 
whole force. 
There waa a fierce fight of three hou rs, and 
then the battle of Winchester or Kernstown 
was over. Stonewall Jack soa was defeated. 
He lost two gu ns and 700 men in k illed, 
wou nded and prisoners. Shields lost 544 ac­ 
cording to the record. 
Next day the citizens of Winchester, headed 
by the mayor, came ou t to bu ry the Con­ 
federate dead who bad been lying where they 
fell u pon the bloody field. A deep, wide pit 
was du g, and there In one common grave, 
several hu ndred dead men in gray were 
bu ried. The sou thern writer, Pollard, says: 
“Scarcely a family in the cou ntry bu t had a 
relative there.” 
Bank s retu rned at once from Washington 
and set off in pu rsu it of Jack son, who had re­ 
treated rapidly, leaving dead and wou nded 
behind. Bank s pu rsu ed thirty miles, till his 
men were too exhau sted to go farther. He 
stopped at Woodstock to rest 
Jack son con­ 
tinu ed retreating till ho came to Harrison­ 
bu rg, where he remained till April 1» , en­ 
deavoring to recover himself after the liattle 
of Kernstown. 
It wm a severe Confederate defeat at 
Kernstown. Bu t there was no loss of enthu ­ 
siasm for Jack son among his wearied and 
fleeing men. 
44 Why is ‘Old Jack ’ a better general than 
Moses f’ ask ed one of hi* soldiers, conu ndru m 
fashion. 
Answer: Becau se it took Moses 
forty years to lead the Israelites throu gh the 
wilderness, and Old Jack wou ld have dou ble- 
qu ick ed them throu gh in three days. 
April 10 Jack son crossed the sou th fork of 
the Bbenandoah. Ho was thu s within easy 
reach of Johnston at Gordonsville.
